"To  the  memory  of  the  Kan, 
first  in  war,  first  in  peace, 
first  in  the  hearts  of  his 
countrymen." 

These  words  of  tribute  are 
synonymous  with  George  Wash- 
ington, 

And  he  remains  first  in  our 
hearts  because  of  his  wisdom 
in  regard  to  war  and  peace. 

In  1817,  for  example,  mem- 
bers of  Congress  discussed  a 
motion  that  the  standing  army 
of  the  United  States  should 
not  exceed  five  thousand  men. 

In  terms  of  today's  army, 
five  thousand  is  a small 
number.  Keep  in  mind, 
however,  that  the  U.S.  in  1817 
was  a small  country. 

Still,  Washington  had  some 
misgivings  about  restricting 
the  army  to  so  few  men.  He 
suggested,  therefore,  that 
there  be  a standing  army  of 
five  thousand  men  but  that 
no  foreign  country  be  allowed 
to  invade  U.S,  soil  with  more 
than  three  thousand  troops  at 
any  one  time. 

Should  more  than  that 
number  of  the  enemy  stand  on 
U.S,  soil.  Congress  would  be 
free,  then,  to  repel  the 
agression. 


One  lovely  young  lady 
listened  intensely  to  President 
Lincoln's  speech,  which  he 
presented  at  Gettysburg.  It 
took  only  five  minutes,  and  it 
had  followed  an  hour-long 
oration  presented  by  Senator 
Edward  Everett  from  Mass. 

When  President  Lincoln's 
speech  ended,  there  was  little 
applause  and  Lincoln  reportedly 
said  to  his  former  law  partner. 
Major  Lanon,  "...that  speech 
won't  scour." 

But  Senator  Everett  wrote 
this  comment  to  the  President: 
"Your  speech  at  Gettysburg  will 
be  remembered  long  after  mine 
has  been  forgotten."
